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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art does not teach all of the limitations of the claimed invention including 
depositing a layer of magnetic material, a part of which contacts only the second top surfaces, 
thereby forming the magnetic pinned reference layer, only a part of which makes contact with 
the layer of antiferromagnetic material, as specifically recited in Claim 1 . 

Upon further consideration by the examiner, Homg et al (as applied in the Non-Final 
Rejection mailed on May 12, 1010) does not meet the above limitations of Claim 1 . While 
Homg does show a hard bias layer (71) which can be read as a layer of magnetic material that is 
deposited. This hard bias layer (71) is not a magnetically pinned reference layer. Nowhere does 
Homg state that the hard bias layer is magnetically pinned, and thus, cannot be a magnetically 
pinned reference layer. 

Furthermore, the applicant(s) arguments regarding the merits of Homg et al (see remarks 
(i) and (ii) on page 4 of the response filed on August 16, 2010) have been found to be persuasive 
and are fully incorporated by reference herein. 

Accordingly, Claims 1 and 3 are allowed.
